The past few days have been day« of 
activity on Hu sh connty farms. 
The 
weather has been ju st right for the 
ripening wheat. 
The growing corn, 
especially that 
which 
was planted 
late, is 'small for this time in the 
season. 
The grou nd has been thor­ 
ou ghly work ed and the corn is almost 
exempt from weeds, which is a relief 
to the farmer. 
The corn althou gh late 
has time to mak e an abu ndant crop, 
bu t it is feared mu ch of it will be 
neglected on accou nt 
of the other 
work crowding the farmer. 
Du ring the present week the clover 
hay crop, which is light, mu st be ta ­ 
k en care of, and most of the w heat 
mu st be in the shock not later than 
Friday. 
The rains of the past two or 
three 
evening* have 
hindered the 
farmer with his clover harvest some­ 
what, bu t he is fast “ mak ing hay.” 
As we predicted some time ago, the 
wheat harvest is an early one. and the 
qu ality the best we have had formany 
years. 
There is some little complaint 
that the wheat is becoming straw fall­ 
en, bu t wo don’t think at this late 
date that there will be any seriou s 
damage from this sou rce. 
The oats crop, which has had a 
stru ggle for existence, will be short, 
yet there will be some fair to good 
yields. 
Timothy meadow’s probably 
have shown more improvement than 
any other crop on the farm, althou gh 
the yield of hay will not be equ al to 
last year’s over bou ntifu l crop. 
Potatoes are beginning to look bet­ 
ter. 
For a while it look ed lik e the 
dry weather and bu gs w’ou ld complete 
their destru ction, bu t since the rains 
ot late the vines have made rapid 
growth and bid fair to ou tstrip the 
bu gs. 
The strawberry season is almost an 
end and the fru it has been the largest 
and best flavored we have had for 
many years. 
Apples, 
peaches 
and 
plu ms will be a fu ll crop, althou gh 
the apples are dropping badly, there 
remains all the trees are able to su p­ 
port. 
Vegetables are doing fine since the 
rains and the gardens are all look ing 
Well. 
The next two week s will he the 
most bu sy of the season and every 
available able bodied man w ill be in 
demand in the ru ral districts.

There is daily arriving in Ru shville 
nearly enou gh powder in the shape of 
innocent little firecrack ers, dynamite 
crack ers, 
bu zz-wheels, spit 
devils, 
Roman candles, sk y-rock ets and so on j 
down the Fou rth of Ju ly explosive line 
to blow the city of ‘ Ru shville,J seven 
ty eighht feet into the ozone. 
You thfu l Ru shvillSans who will play 
the part of the harvest, which physi­ 
cians and su rgeons are prejjaring for, 
are ready for the worst, which in­ 
clu des 
the pistol-ihat forgot-it was- 
loaded and the prenlatu re-exploding 
cannon. 
Perhaps there will not be 
any more noise this coming Fou rth of 
Ju ly massacre, “ celebration” as It 
was formerly k nown, bu t su ch a state­ 
ment offers bu t little consolation. 
In 
a few days the police will issu e the 
annu al list of regu lations to Little 
Willie, regarding his behavior on the 
Nation’s birthday, cau tioning him to 
refrain from deliberate assassination on 
the pu blic high ways, and other su ch 
prank s. 
On Ju ly 5th, in many places 
the folowing little bit of rhyme may 
be appropriate: 
“ WiUie lit a dynamite crack er; 
Now he rests where it is Black er.” 


One old man, 91 years of age, died 
from the effect© of a rat bite, and he 
was only one of 146 persons in Indi­ 
ana who died violent deaths in May. 
It was an u nu su ally large nu mber for 
one month. 
Of 
this nu mber eight 
were mu rders and twenty-five were 
su icides. 
Among 
the su icides nine 
persons choee’the carbolic acid rou te, 
three took morphine, two took potash 
in some form or other, two u s 3d other 
poisons, fou r were du e to gu nshots, 
fou r person sk illed .themselves byjhang- 
ing and one sou ght death by drown­ 
ing. 
Accidents 
cost 113 lives. 
Du ring 
the heavy thu nderstorms of May fou r 
persons were k illed by lightning. 
The 
railroads of the State k illed fou rteen, 
while only one life was lost on the 
electric roads. 
Seven old persons died 
from the resu lfc.of fractu re ot the hip, 
and fractu re of the sk u ll cost seven 
lives. 
Fractu res of other bones resu lt­ 
ed in three more deaths. 
Thirteen lives were cru shed ou t by 
falling 
timbers, falling 
stone ami 
other 
similar accidents. 
Six were 
k illed by falls . Eleven were bu rned or 
scalded to death. 
The open season for 
drowning appears to have arrived al­ 
so, as thirteen deaths were du e)to that 
cau se. 
Most of the victims were boy» 
who went swimming in the rivnlets 
ami creek s. 
One baby and two adu lts 
died of asphyxiation. 
One death was 
du e to lock jaw. 
Horses k illed ffve. 
There were twelve accidental pois­ 
onings, of which fou r were cau sed by 
strychnia, two by morphine and three 
by u nnamed 
poisons. 
One 
person 
drank coal oil, another u sed carbolic 
acid, and in one case death was cau sed 
by drink ing a patent medicine of some 
k ind. 
Of the mu rder victims seven were 
males and one a woman. Nineteen men 
and six women committed su icide and 
eighty-one male and thirty-tw o fe­ 
males were k illed by accident.

Indianapolis, June 27.—Fifty affida 
vita have b een prepared against meat 
dealers in this city, charging them 
w ith violating the law b y using color­ 
ing m atter or preservatives in pre­ 
pared m eats and ground m eat pro­ 
ducts sold on their stands. 
The action in crim inal court grows 
out of the show ing m ade b y the state 
chem ist in tests m ade at the state 
lab oratory. 
Sam ples of ground m eats, 
sausage, ham b urger steak, veal loaf, 
etc., b ought in open m arket, w ere put 
through chem ical tests and preserva­ 
tives were found in m any cases, while 
coloring m atter for m aking the ground 
m eats attractiv e to the eye was dis­ 
covered to b e common. 
If the accused 
dealers are found guilty under each 
count they may b e Im prisoned for a 
term not longer than six m onths and 
fined not to exceed $700, or they may 
b e fined and not im prisoned. 
The af­ 
fidavits are b ased on the pure food law 
passed b y the legislature In 1905. 
Section 539 of this act provides that 
no person shall, w ithin this state, m an­ 
ufacture for sale, offer for sale, or sell 
any drug or article of food which is 
adulterated. 
The term drug shall b e 
deem ed to include all m edicines for 
internal or external u- , antiseptics, 
disinfectants 
and 
cosm etics. 
The 
term food shall b e deemed to include 
confectionery, condim ents end all ar 
tid e s used b y man for food cr drink. 
An article shall b e deem ed to b e adul­ 
terated w ithin the m eaning of this 
section. 
In the ease of the adulteration of 
food. Division B provides as follows: 
"B. In case of food. 
(1) If any sub ­ 
stance or sub stances have b een mixed 
w ith it, so as to reduce or low er or 
injuriously 
affect 
its 
q uality 
or 
strength. 
(2) 
If 
any 
inferior 
or 
cheaper sub stance or sub stances have 
b een sub stituted wholly or in part for 
I t 
(3) If any valuab le constituents 
have b een wholly or in part ab stracted 
from it. 
(4) If it b e an im itation of or 
sold under the nam e of another a rti­ 
cle. 
(5) If it consist wholly or in 
part of a diseased, corrupt, decom ­ 
posed or rotten anim al or vegetab le 
sub stance, w hether m anufactured or 
not, or, in the case of milk, if it b e the 
product of a diseased anim al. 
( 6) If 
it b e colored, coated, polished or pow­ 
dered, w hereb y dam age is concealed, 
or if it b e m ade to appear b etter or of 
greater value than it really is. 
(7) If 
it contain any added poisonous ingre­ 
dient, or any ingredient which may 
render it inurious to the health of the 
person consum ing it. * * * W hoever 
violates any of the provisions of this 
section shall, on conviction, b e fined 
not exceeding $ 100.”

the action of the grand jury on a 
charge of m urder. 
His counsel will 
offer the defense of insanity. 
The 
prisoner has b een exam ined b y em­ 
inent alienists, retained on his b ehalf 
and b y the district attorney's office. 
The coroner's inq uest will b e held on 
T hursday, and in all prob ab ility the 
case will then b e considered b y the 
grand Jury, when the prisoner’s wife 
will b e req uired to appear b efore that 
b ody, she having b een served with a 
sub poena while in consultation at the 
office of her husb and's counsel. 
Every 
effort is. now b eing m ade b y b oth sides 
to expedite the legal prelim inaries so 
that the arrangem ent and trial may 
take place at the earliest possib le 
date.

Thaw, attired in fresh 
clothing b rought to him b y his v a le t 
was shackled in spite of his protesta­ 
tions to a detective and taken in the 
patrol wagon to police headq uarters. 
T here, after aw aiting his turn in the 
long line of petty crim inals arrested 
during the night, he was photographed 
and his m easurem ents taken on the 
Bertillon system . 
Again in the patrol 
wagon he was taken to the crim inal 
court b uilding, where a great m ulti­ 
tude 
gathered 
to 
catch 
a 
passing 
glim pse of him. and he was arraigned 
in the police court. 
T here proceed­ 
ings were of the b riefest and after the 
b are form ality of arraignm ent had 
b een undergone. Thaw was rem anded 
to the custody of the coroner, and cm 
his order com m itted to the Tomb s to 
aw ait the result of the inquest. 
Throughout the proceedings Thaw 
showed little evidence of agitation ex­ 
cept when the detective approached 
him in the station house to affix the 
handcuffs to his w rists. 
Then he pro 
tested vehem ently, b ut on b eing as 
sured that this was the invariab le 
practice, he sub m itted w ithout fur­ 
ther words. W hile leaving the station 
house and even in the courtroom , he 
was compelled to run the gauntlet oi 
b atteries of cam eras, from which he 
shielded him self as well as he could 
b y covering his face with his un­ 
shackled hand. 
Lewis Delafield, who 
took charge of Thaw ’s interests im 
m ediately after his arrest, announced 
that the firm of Black, Olcott. Grub er 
& Bonynge. of which form er Governor 
Frank S. Black is the senior partner 
had b een retained to conduct the de­ 
fense. 
L ater Mr. Delafield and form er 
Judge W. M. K. Olcott b ad an inter­ 
view w ith the prisoner in the consul 
tation room in the prison, after which 
Mr. Delafield declined to say anything 
ab out the case except it was now en 
tirely in the hands of Mr. Black and 
Mr. Olcott, who declined to m ake any 
statem ent. 
The district attorney's office Is b ns 
ily engaged in looking up Thaw ’s ante­ 
cedents, his mode of living, reported 
dissipations and indulgences, with

view to analyzing their b earing on his 
m ental condition.

in g the ice tru st in its combin ation to 
raise the price of ice in In d ian apolis. 
Prosecu tor Ben ed ict an n ou n ces that if 
ev id en ce can be procu red that the Ice 
d ealers of In d ian apolis hav e combin ed 
to con trol prices the d ealers will be 
prosecu ted to the fu ll exten t of the 
law. 
The prosecu tor believ es that the In 
d ian a law is su fficien tly stron g to 
break the tru st an d to pu n ish its mem­ 
bers if a combin ation to con trol prices 
can be prov en to exist. With the right 
kin d of ev id en ce, he believ es, the com­ 
bin ation can be broken as effectu ally 
as the ice combin ation at Toled o, O., 
was broken by the cou rt, which sen t 
a n u mber of ice d ealers to jail. 
Su b­ 
poen as will be issu ed to ev ery ice d eal­ 
er in In d ian apolis to appear before the 
gran d ju ry an d u n d er oath tell abou t 
the con tact of the bu sin ess in this 
city. 
Althou gh ice retailed at 25 cen ts last 
su mmer to the small con su mers, the 
cost was raised to 30 cen ts per 100 
pou n d s at the early part of this sea­ 
son , an d soon ad v an ced to 35 cen ts.

I kn ew Un cle Dav e Priest v ery well 
an d I remember th at often in certain 
jov ial an d hilariou s mood s his id eas 
were liable to get con sid erably mixed . 
The fight I hav e in m in d took place in 
Milroy an d n ot in Ru shv ille, an d n ot 
between “ Bu zzard an d P ea,’’ bu t be­ 
tween “ Bu zzard an d Cran e’’—n either 
of whom wou ld care to n otice so small 
a “ fry ” as an y Pea that I ev er saw 
abou t Ru shv ille.

rid icu losifcy of the thin g d id n ot strike 
me at the time. 
The n ames of the

to hav e su ggested somethin g hu morou s 
an d comical, bu t I failed ?to ' “ catch 
on ’’ u n til the n ext d ay while walkin g 
d own by the old Larim ore m ill, try ­ 
in g to compose my min d an d brin g it 
in to harmon y w ith the beau ties of n a­ 
tu re that su rrou n d ed me. 
A d ev ilish 
boy came alon g sin gin g at the top of 
his v oice some roarin g, rattlin g, r i­ 
bald , rhyme that showed u p the fu n n v 
an d rid icu lou s sid e of the bitter con ­ 
test between ’the bird s in su ch a way 
as to impress itself so firmly u pon my 
min d that I hav e n ev er been able to 
get myself clear of it.
